done until tbe spring of last year. About tbat 
time a large number of leura were taken on the 
Henderson aud other firms to the cast of tUe 
Run. and altogether eight or ten welle were 
started. 
These wells were located ID the form 


of aa Irregular semicircle on the east ot tbe 
producing district. They were completed and 
subjected to a pretty thoroigh test at dlfcient 
tlrnea during the year, ending last spring, but all 
of them turued out to be failures. Tbo ill suc- 
cess of this attempt to find oil in paying quanti- 
ties to the east of tbe producing district stopped 
all further operations In that quarter, and tba 
persona interested oo the Run lamed tUir ut- 
tention to the west aide, where two or three 
wells were sunk dnrlng last summer,but with no 
better results than had attended the sinking of 
the welU on the east side.
